
Great oaks grow from Little Acorns 


A PRE-SCHOOL in Leigh has become the first to 
win a Southend gold award for its work developing 
the language and communication skills of young 
children. 

Little Acorns, in Barnard Road, won the 
Southend Early Language and Communication 
Gold Award (SELCA). 

The award recognises excellence in supporting 
and developing language and communication skills 
in young children. 

The pre-school worked with specialist teacher 
Lynsey Weston and as part of its submission, had to 
review interaction skills, environment and resources 
and present a detailed case history of one child to 
show how the new strategies were being used. 

Little Acorns manager Anna Woodcock said: “We 
really enjoyed working towards our SELCA Gold. 
During this process it was great to see the long 
term progress of individual children as well as 
developing our practice, so that we can now con¬ 
tinue to help improve the language skills of all the 
children within the pre-school.” 

Cllr James Courtenay, executive councillor for 
children and learning, added: “If children start pri¬ 
mary school without the basic speech and language 
skills it can be hard for them to learn and make 
friends, so this award is both great news and very 
important.”

PIER PLAN 


Extension to entrance part of multi-million pound refurbishment proposal

PLANS to extend the entrance to 
Southend Pier have been submitted 
as part of a multi-million pound 
investment. 

The proposals would see the pier 
entrance extended and the space re¬ 
modelled to provide areas for exhi¬ 
bitions and refreshments, as well as 
a ramp to make the entrance fully 
accessible. 

Cllr Ann Holland, executive coun¬ 
cillor for culture, tourism and the 
economy, said the plans were the 
council's way of showing its inten¬ 
tions “ to improve and protect of 
one of Southend’s most iconic land¬ 
marks”. 

The plans will be considered by 
the development control committee 


in the coming weeks and if 
approved, the redesign could take 
place later in the year. 

Cllr Holland said: “By proposing 
these improvements, which would 
be part of a continued and multi¬ 
million pound investment in the 
pier, we hope to make the entrance 
more attractive and appealing to 
visitors, and help develop a sustain¬ 
able income for years to come. 

“These plans are carefully thought 
out to improve the quality of an 
important part of our history and 
future. The existing entrance is out¬ 
dated and requires modernising, and 
these plans propose doing just that.” 

If the plans are given the go- 
ahead, they would be funded by 
£300,000 capital funding that was 
approved as part of the council's 
2017/18 budget.

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Budget cuts pose threat 
to police mental health 


BUDGET cuts have had a “devas¬ 
tating impact” on the morale and 
mental health of Essex police staff 

That is the verdict of a university 
professor who has shadowed police 
officers. 

Anglia Ruskin University’s senior 
lecturer in criminology, Dr Natalie 
Mann, spoke out after conducting 
research with an Essex police team 
managing sexual and violent 
offenders. 

She said: “I have seen the devas¬ 
tating impact budget cuts and staff 
shortages have had on the morale 
and the mental health of police staff 

“I have witnessed first hand the 
immense pressure created by the 
rising number of sexual offenders 
being prosecuted and watched as 
officers have lost their ability to do 
the job they are expected to do. 

“As one detective constable I 
spoke to during my research 
explained to me: ‘We’re failing vic¬ 
tims. We’re failing offenders and 


we’re failing in our statutory duty 
to protect the public.’” 

Dr Mann completed her PhD in 
criminology at the University of 
Essex in 2008. She has published 
work on child sex offenders and 
conducted research with Essex 
Police, Essex Probation and Essex 
Multi-Agency Public Protection 
Arrangements on the monitoring 
and surveillance of high-risk sexu¬ 
al offenders. 

She said that police investigations 
and prosecutions of sex abuse, and 
the management of registered sexu¬ 
al offenders, cannot succeed with¬ 
out a “major injection” of govern¬ 
ment money. 

She rejected claims by policing 
minister and former Brentwood 
Council leader, Brandon Lewis, 
that budget cuts had not had a neg¬ 
ative impact on police work. 

She also rejected calls for the 
decriminalisation of offences relat¬ 
ed to possessing indecent images or

videos of children. 

She added: “Offenders who are 
found to possess indecent images 
or videos of children, and those 
who have committed a physical 
offence against a child, are inextri¬ 
cably linked. 

“Viewing indecent images of 
children can be a precursor to the 
actual physical abuse of children 


because it can provide people with 
the desire for sexual abuse, which 
can encourage them to commit 
such offences. It can also represent 
the first step in the criminal career 
of a sexual offender; once internal 
and external barriers, such as guilt, 
shame and societal disapproval are 
overcome, it becomes easier for 
them to move on to more serious 
offences.” 

A spokesman for Essex Police 
acknowledged that Dr Mann had 
conducted research with the force, 
but was unable to confirm the 
detective constable was an Essex 
Police employee. 

Essex Police confirmed that offi¬ 
cers were dealing with a “signifi¬ 
cantly increased volume of inci¬ 
dents”. 

A spokesman added: “The work 
officers and staff do in this area is 
exceptionally difficult and stressful 
and the welfare of our people is 
incredibly important to us.” 


Paedophile avoids sentence as case ‘a mess’

THE SENTENCING of a pae¬ 
dophile from Westcliff has been 
deferred after his case was 
described by a judge as “a mess”. 

Francis Thomas, 66, of North 
Road, was due to be sentenced for 
breaching a Sexual Harm Prevention 
Order and making indecent images 
of children at Basildon Crown Court 
on Thursday, March 16. 

But the sentencing was deferred 
after police admitted the indecent 
images were old and they could not 
prove he had deliberately breached 
his order after it was imposed. 

The sentencing hearing had 
already been delayed by more than 
two months. The court heard on 
January 20 that police attended

Thomas’ property on December 9 

- two days after he had been given 
the Sexual Harm Prevention Order 

- and found six Category C images 
of children on a Kindle tablet. 


He had received the order after 
admitting seven indecent, extreme 
and prohibited images charges. 
After the new images were discov¬ 
ered, Thomas was charged with a 
fresh count of making indecent 
images and pleaded guilty. 

However, the court heard last 
Thursday that the images had been 
downloaded in November 2015 - 
but police failed to discover them in 
time for his original prosecution. 

During the December 9 search, 
officers also found that a ‘Clean 
Master’ application had been 
installed to delete internet history 
from his mobile phone. 

Thomas was accused of, and 
pleaded guilty to, breaching the 
Sexual Harm Prevention Order. 

But the court described it as a 
‘technical breach’ after police said 


the app had been installed before 
the order was put in place and he 
may just have forgotten to delete it. 

Judge David Owen-Jones said 
that a memo put on the case file by 
Judge Ian Graham following a hear¬ 
ing on January 20 described the 
case as being in “a mess”. 

Thomas was given the Sexual 
Harm Prevention Order on 
December 7, alongside an eight- 
month prison sentence, suspended 
for 18 months. 

He received the sentence after he 
admitted possessing, among others, 
203 still and moving Category A 
indecent images of children 
‘involving penetrative sexual activ¬ 
ity’ or ‘sexual activity with an ani¬ 
mal or sadism’. 

Thomas is next due to appear at 
the court in three months’ time.

Westcliff arsonist 
was schizophrenic 

A MAN who set fire to a block of flats in 
Westcliff, killing a neighbour and her unborn 
child, has been made the subject of a hospital 
order. 

Lillo Troisi, 48, made a fire in a communal 
hallway outside Khabi Abrey’s flat on the ninth 
floor at Grampian Flats in Balmoral Road at 
about 11.10pm on Saturday, May 7, 2016. 

A judge heard he was a paranoid schizophrenic 
and said he had heard voices telling him to start 
the fatal fire. 

Witnesses reported hearing Mrs Abrey shouting 
for help and tried to help her, but the smoke was 
too thick. 

Firefighters evacuated the ninth floor and found 
Mrs Abrey, 30, unconscious in the hallway. She 
was taken to hospital but died on Monday, May 9. 

A post-mortem examination gave the cause of 
her death as complications arising following the 
inhalation of fire fumes. This led to her unborn 
baby suffering a cardiac arrest. 

Troisi, unemployed, of Grampian Flats, 
Balmoral Road, Westcliff, was charged with mur¬ 
der, child destruction and arson. 

He denied the charges but admitted involuntary 
manslaughter and arson when he appeared at the 
Old Bailey on Tuesday November 1, 2016. 

The Crown Prosecution Service accepted the 
pleas and offered no evidence in respect of the 
other charges. 

He was sentenced at Blackfriars Crown Court 
on Thursday March 16, where he was detained 
under Section 37 of the Mental Health Act to 
receive treatment.

A YELLOW Advertiser investi¬ 
gation has been included in an 
online exhibition on the Power 
of News. 

The News Media Association 
is exhibiting the YA’s investi¬ 
gation - which prompted Essex 
Police to reopen a 25-year-old 
child sex abuse case - along¬ 
side campaigns by national 
newspapers including the 
Guardian, the Daily Mail and 
the Sunday Times. 

The exhibition is designed as 
a showcase of “agenda-setting 
investigations, campaigns and 
scoops” which demonstrate 
“the power of original news 
content.” 

The YA investigation began 
in late 2014 when chief 
reporter Charles Thomson dis¬ 
covered Essex County Council 
had authorised 10 compensa¬ 
tion payments that year for his¬ 
toric alleged abuse. 

In early 2015, after County 
Hall refused to answer ques¬ 
tions about the payments, the 
YA launched a campaign for 
transparency, which was 
backed by the National 
Association for People Abused 
in Childhood and the 
Taxpayers’ Alliance.

The campaign prompted a 
whistleblower to come forward 
with concerns over the way 
child abuse allegations had 
been investigated in the late 
1980s and early 1990s. 

Further YA stories published 
in mid-2015, based on 
Charles’s work with the 
whistleblower, inspired two 
more people to come forward 
with similar concerns. 

The YA introduced the three 
to then Police and Crime 
Commissioner Nick Alston, 
who in turn introduced them to 
the chief constable and a senior 
sex crimes detective. 




A decision was taken shortly 
afterwards to reopen a historic 
child sex case and investigate 
the whistleblowers’ concerns. 

The YA later tracked down a 
fourth whistleblower, who is 
also cooperating with the 
ongoing police investigation. 

In December, the YA investi¬ 
gation won Charles a Highly 
Commended award in the 
Local Hero category at the 
national British Press Awards.

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PC sacked over racist 
investigation cover up 


AN ESSEX Police officer has been sacked for 
gross misconduct after covering up evidence 
against a group of men under investigation for 
a racially motivated attack. 

PC Alan Conran, who was based at 
Chelmsford police station, obtained the names 
of the men who had racially abused two women 
- but took no action and wrongly told the vic¬ 
tims the men could not be identified. 

The two women were racially abused by a 
group of men in Bond Street, Chelmsford, in 
December 2014. One of the woman was then 
punched and knocked unconscious. 

A misconduct panel last week found Conran 
'failed to adequately investigate' the attack and 
'deliberately misled colleagues during the 
investigation'. 

A statement issued by Essex Police after the 
hearing said: “Panel members were told the 
man arrested had identified other people with¬ 
in the group of men present at the scene of the 
assault. However, the panel found PC Conran 
failed to investigate, wrongly telling the victim 
it would be difficult to identify the men.” 

Chief Superintendent Luke Collison said 
while an offender was brought to justice, PC 
Conran's actions meant the true impact of the 
racial abuse, was not brought before the court.

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Arresting fairy tale

THE cock-eyed characters in 
James Lapine and Stephen 
Sondheim’s fractured fairy tale, 
Into The Woods, are being brought 
to the stage next month by the 
Essex Police Musical Society. 

The society will be staging the 
production, complete with an 
ambivalent Cinderella, a blood¬ 
thirsty Little Red Riding Hood and 
a Prince Charming with a roving 
eye, at Essex Police HQ, Sandford 
Road, Chelmsford, from Tuesday 
to Saturday, April 4 to 8. 

When The Baker and his wife are 
cursed with childlessness by a 
witch, they embark on a quest for 
several special objects in the hope 
that they will break the spell. 

They swindle and lie to steal from 
Cinderella, Little Red Riding Hood, 


Rapunzel and Jack - the one who 
climbed the beanstalk - and as 
everyone’s wishes are granted, their 
actions return to haunt them. 

It takes a while to realise they 
have to act together to succeed in 
their plans, turning a lively irrever¬ 
ent fantasy into an important les¬ 
son in life about community 
responsibility and the stories we 
tell our children. 

Cast member Kate Alliston, who 
has been a member of the society 
for 13 years, said: “The Baker’s 
Wife is certainly my biggest role to 
date. I admire her determination - 
she knows what she wants, she 
goes and she finds it and she gets 
it but she has also such heart, love 
for her husband and cares for 
those around her. She’s funny too 
and flawed, you wait until act two. 
I can’t wait to share her with you.” 

Jess Merriam, who plays 


Cinderella, added: “I’m thrilled to 
have been cast as Cinderella in my 
fourth show with EPMS. 

“I’ve been in a lot of shows over 
the past 24 years, but Into The 
Woods has to have been the most 
challenging yet, especially musical¬ 
ly. But, as usual. I’ve loved every 
minute and I’ve really enjoyed get¬ 
ting to grips with a different side of 
the princess we all know and love.” 

Grace Pratt, who joined EPMS in 
2015 and plays The Witch in her 
first principle role, says there is one 
person who always loved to watch 
her perform when she was a little 
girl hanging up sheets - her mum. 

Dedicating her performance to 
that special lady, Grace added: 
“What drew me to the part is that 
she seems to be many characters 
brought into one. I love that she will 
say what everyone wants to say.” 

This year the society is support¬ 


ing three worthy causes - PARC 
Essex, a charity that provides play 
and recreational facilities to addi¬ 
tional needs children and young 
adults in the county, as well as 
Essex Air Ambulance and the 
Essex Police 4X4 charity, made up 
of a small group of police person¬ 
nel who, in their spare time, organ¬ 
ise an annual fun day for children 
with disabilities. 

While it has now been more than 
50 years since the society’s first 
production, its history stretches 
beyond that. In the late 1940s a 
few police officers and their wives 
started a group called The New 
Court Players, and went on to per¬ 
form small plays in an old wooden 
hut near police headquarters in 
Springfield, Chelmsford. 

When some of the original mem¬ 
bers moved from the headquar¬ 
ters, and others retired, the num¬ 


ber of members dwindled. The 
small number that remained made 
a decision to perform a musical. 
Calamity Jane, and The New 
Court Players became The Police 
Headquarters Musical Society. 

Back in the 1980s the society 
was renamed The Essex Police 
Musical Society, and since then 
members have produced two 
shows a year at the Assembly 
Hall. Today it is still going strong 
and over the last few years has 
seen a rise in membership. 

Performances of Into The Woods 
will be held at 7.30pm, from April 4- 
8, as well as a Saturday matinee, 
and tickets are priced at £9, with 
concessions available for £7 on 
some days.

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Baked with love 


A sk most mums what they would like on 
Mothering Sunday and it is likely to be 
'time with the family'. 

So book yourself in for a bake off, make a cake 
and turn up in time for afternoon tea - it is guar¬ 
anteed to make everyone happy. 

To get you started here is a spectacular cake 
from blogger and baker to the stars, Georgia 
Green (www.georgias-cakes.co.uk), for you to try. 

GEORGIA'S OMBRE CAKE 


For the cake: 

250g butter 
250g caster sugar 
250g self raising flour 
200g eggs (about 4) 
Itsp vanilla extract 

For the buttercream: 
500g icing sugar 
150g softened butter 
60rm milk 
1 vanilla pod 
Pink food colouring 

To decorate (optional): 
Fresh fruit macarons 
Meringue kisses 
White chocolate shards 
Strawberries 
Flowers 


To make the cake, melt the butter then mix with 
the caster sugar. Add the eggs and mix through, 
then the flour and vanilla until incorporated. 

Divide into two six-inch cake tins and bake at 
180C for 30-40 minutes, until they are cooked 
through. 




For the butter- 
cream, beat 
together the icing 
sugar, butter and 
milk and add the 
seeds from the 
vanilla pod. Keep 
beating until the 
mixture is light 
and fluffy. 

Once the cakes 
have cooled, cut Georgia Green 
into two layers so PA Photo/Handout 

you have a total of four layers of cake. 

Put the first layer onto a cake board or plate 
with a little buttercream underneath so it does 
not slip. Pipe or spread some buttercream onto 
the layer of cake and sandwich another on top. 
Repeat until you get to the last cake, being sure 
to turn the final layer upside down, so the top is 
the flat part from the cake tin. 

Smother buttercream over the whole layered 
cake and scrape away the excess (this is called 
crumb coating). Refrigerate or freeze for 20 min¬ 
utes until the buttercream has hardened. 

Mix a couple of heaped tablespoons of butter¬ 
cream with some food colouring in a bowl to get 
a dark colour. Spread a thin layer of the coloured 
buttercream around the bottom of the cake. 

Add some more white buttercream to the 
coloured one to make a lighter shade, and 
spread it on the cake just above the layer you 
just did. Repeat until you get to the top, where 
you want to spread white buttercream on the 
top layer and tne top of the cake. Use a scraper 
or palate knife to go around the cake, smooth 
out the sides and you should achieve the ombre 
effect. Even out the top and decorate with fruit, 
flowers and sweet treats, or however you like!

Austin Allegro now a rare bird

THERE was a definite 
sense of deja vu at the traf¬ 
fic lights recently when an 
Austin Allegro pulled up 
alongside me. 

This product of the early 
1970s is now not far from 
extinction with just 184 of 
the 642,350 examples 
made still on the road. 

Some versions are on the 
brink with just one example 
of the upmarket Vanden 
Plas version remaining reg¬ 
istered. 

The Allegro was and still 
is a much-maligned car. 

Produced from 1973 to 
the early 1980s, it was 
designed as the replace¬ 
ment for the successful 
Austin 1100 and 1300 mod¬ 
els. But to many eyes the 
Allegro seemed like the 
result of a committee effort 
and had little to commend 
it. It illustrated the difficul¬ 
ties facing its manufacturer 
British Leyland. 

The major problem was 
that this giant corporation 


missed the trick because 
the Allegro saloon would 
have done much better as 
a hatchback. 

Cars like the Renault 16 
and the VW Golf were 
already demonstrating that 
the hatchback had tremen¬ 
dous popularity and would 
dominate the European 
market in years ahead. 


The reason is that internal 
company politics at BL dic¬ 
tated that only the Austin 
Maxi should have a hatch¬ 
back as a unique selling 
point in the range. 

With hindsight it can be 
seen that this idea was 
totally stupid as it not only 
shot the Allegro in the foot 
but also the new wedge¬ 


shaped Austin Princess. 

Both cars would have 
made sensible hatchbacks. 

Also the Allegro had a 
pumped-up, tubby styling 
that was far from elegant 
and the use of the almost 
square “quartic” steering 
wheel in early models 
prompted gasps of amaze¬ 
ment and criticism that just 


would not go away. 

The Allegro was similar to 
the 1100 in utilising front- 
wheel drive and the then 
new Hydragas suspension. 

Under the bonnet was the 
familiar A-Series engine 
with a sump-mounted 
transmission. The higher- 
specification models used 
the E-Series engine in 
1,500 cc and 1,750 cc dis¬ 
placements. 

But Brits are a faithful lot 
and as late as 1979, six 
years after its launch, it was 
the fifth-best-selling new 
car in Britain. 

In my early days in motor¬ 
ing I drove a number of 
examples of this bulbous, 
buffoon of a car and came 
away with the impression 
that there was far more 
comic character to it than 
quality. 

Like some other BL prod¬ 
ucts of this time, the 
Allegro had the potential to 
be a world beater. 

In theory it had everything 
going for it. 

But after a short time if 


you mentioned you were 
driving an Allegro you 
would get looks of sympa¬ 
thy from friends and howls 
of derision from Ford dri¬ 
vers. It was a poor succes¬ 
sor to the 1100, a car 
which we tend to forget 
fought and beat the Ford 
Cortina to sales success in 
the early 1960s. 

The stories about 
Allegro’s shortcomings are 
numerous. One notable one 
involved the rear windows 
popping out when the car 
was jacked up incorrectly 
and one example bending 
when being filmed for an 
advert, leaping humps in a 
quarry. There was also the 
far more serious problem of 
wheels dropping off due to 
a bearing problem. In con¬ 
nection with this, BL lost an 
unpleasant product liability 
court case in 1977. 

The press ripped this car 
up for its faults and it very 
soon was named All-Aggro 
by its detractors. 

It just typified British 
Leyland.
